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The above engraving, by Gilbert, from a 
drawing by Beoton, represents a spot to which 
many of our elder readers recer with pleasure as 
the scene of their carly recreations, and whieh 
be yet a favourite resort for those who take de- 
light in the pastime that immortolized old Izaak 
Walon. 

George Gray, one of the first proprietors of a 
tract of 199 acres, comprising the ferry house, 
emigrated frem Barbadoes to Pennsylvania, 
poon after Penn's arrival. After residing a few 
years at Philadelphia and Germantown, he re- 
moved, with his family, to the ferry. He made 
considerable improvoments, and died about the 
year 1740. 

On the death of his widow, his son George 
tame into possession. He levelled and widened 
the present road to the river, and cut the stone 
‘steps that ascend to the garden on one side, and 
to Say’s house on the other. When the revo- 
lutionary war had commenced, the approach of 
‘the British army drove Mr. Gray and his family 
from their peaceful abode. The invaders took 
possession of it es an out-post. The soldiery 
destroyed the extensive and beautiful garden, 
the fences, and the woods. The ferry had pre- 
vieusly been broken up, and the scows sunk in 
the Delawase, by order of the Committee of 
Safety, of which the proprietor himself was an 
active member. Mr. Gray was, in 1788, elected 
Speaker of the General Assembly of this State. 
He lived until the year 1800, reaching the vene- 
rable dge of 74. He sever to live at 
the yferry, thoagh he went to great expense; 
purchasing and placing the floating bridge that 
still remains there. This is said to be the same, 
except the flooring, that the British engineers 


threw across the Schuylkill at Market street. 
After the war, another was constructed at the 
jatter place, and existed till the permanent 
bridge was built. Gray's bridge was afterwards 
improved by the introduction of « sliding draw, 
of a novel construction, in the centre; and since 
the improvements in the navigation of the river, 
this has been kept pretty constantly in operation. 

When peace was resiord, Mr. Gray's sons, 
George and Robert, became the tenants of the 
repaired premises, laid out a fine garden, and 
built the large green-house above the ferry 
house. About the year 1794, they were suc- 
ceeded by the late George Weed. The gardens 
were then in admirable order, and he kept them 
so. Pavilions, &c. were built, and the number 
of his visiiors was immense. Bleighing parties 
and dances abounded in the winter, and fire- 
works, concerts, &c. were among the entertain- 
ments of the milder seapon. Few traces of these 
now exist, except one or two of the engraved 
brass plates nailed to trees in the garden, 
warning against trespasses of which there ie now 
no danger. After some time; Mz, Weed left the 
place with « moderate fortund, went into 
mercantile business in the city. This he pursued 
for some years, but unsuccessfully, He betook 
himeolf again to the ferry, and again realis- 
ed a competency with which he retired to a 
farm on Province Island. He was succeeded by 
Curtis Grubb, who could bring home s basket of 
perch when no or else could get « nibble A 
more expert fisher >, or one more willing to 
aid the young eperteman, never dropped « line 
into the Schuylkill. The present occupant is 
Martin Kochesperger, whose lady is noted for 
her skill in the preparation of a breakfast.

The New Youk papers furnish the 
following extracts from Lonpon journals to

The health of the King continued good. He 
was to pass the winter at Windsor Castle.

Raymond, R. N. The smugglers were com- 
pletuly routed, and several killed and wounded, 
and their cargo of goods (one hundred and fifty 
tubs of the spirite of brandy and Hollands) cap- 
tured. The blockademen made a most gallant 
resistance, and it is much to be regretted that 
four of them were severely wounded by the smug- 

lers. 
. The harvest has been unusually late in Hol- 
land thie year. The potato crop is described as 
being dreadfully bad. 
A Cabinet Council was held in London on the 
13th, which, it wae understood, had reference 
solely to the settlement of the Greek question.

General 
Rudiger advanced at the same time with his 
corps from Adrianople to the village of Muste- 

ha Pacha (Djesair,) and occupied the right 
bank of the Maritza; while the brigade of hu- 
lans, under the command of Major General Sche- 
remetjeff, was sent from Itepolis to Demotico. 

“ On the 26th of September the Commander- 
in-Chief sent to the Turkish Generals a sum- 
mons to suspend all their movements; and on 
the 28th be received an answer, stat ng that, 
according to his desire, the Pacha of Scutari 
had stopped the march of his troops, alleging, 
as an excuse, the difficulty of procuring provi- 
sions when they remained for a long time at the 
same spot.

Been sent to Demotico also returned, leaving 
only a emall garrison in that place. 

** As soon as information was received of the 
movements of the Pacha, orders were sent at 
the beginning of August to General Kisseleff to 
leave the number of troops indispensable for 
the defence of Wallachia and the fortress of Sil- 
listria, to pass the Danube with the remainder 
of his corps, to advance against Mustapha Pa- 
cha, to disperse his forces and hinder them from 
undertaking any thing. Being informed of the 


General, Kisseleff raised his vanguard of four 
battalions of infantry, eight squadrons of caval- 
ry, 500 cossacks, and 30 pieces of cannon, un- 
der General Geismar, to proceed from Rachova 
On the 14th of September the van- 


pointed by General Kisseleff to act on the right 
bank of the Danube, passed that river on the 
16th, and on the 19th left Rachova to march to 
Vrazza. 

** Having performed this march with great 
rapidity, General Kisseleff’s corps advanced be- 
yond the last named town, and had already 
reached the foot of the halkan and occupied the 
defiles near the village of Nevosteli, where they 
received in that position the news of the con. 
clusion of peace. ‘Ihe main body then returned 
to Vrazza, leaving the vanguard near the village 
of Beberkowa, and its advanced posts at Nevos- 
teli."’ 

Up to the 25th Oct. 1,479 ships arrived in the 
harbor of Cronstadt—sailed, 1,307. 

The Petersburgh journals announce numerous 
promotions. 

Constantinople, Oct. 11.—(From a Letter.) 
—Though it was known that the ratification of 
the treaty of peace was sent to Adrianople on 
the 28th ult. the Government has not yet pub- 
lished any thing on the subject of the peace. 
The news, said to have been brought by a Rus- 
sian Colonel, who arrived here on the 7th, that 
the Turks had cut to pieces 300 Russians, in a 
village west of Adrianople, has excited some ap- 
prehension, which, it is to be hoped, will prove 
uafounded, that the Russians may again ad- 
vance.

Scortanp.—Extract of a letter from Stran- 
reer, dated Nov. 2:—‘*Noiwithstanding our 
proximity to the coast, and the breezes that so 
often ventilate the shores of one of the finest 
locks in Scotland, it grieves me to state that 
thas town at present may be described as a per- 
feet focus of disease—hooping-cough, measles, 
and natural small-pox, are all prevalent.

The London Courier of the 14th, contains the 
following :— 

AUGSBURG, Nov. €.—-The stipulations, 
signed at Adrianople, relative to the treaty of 
6th July, and the protocol of March 22, appear 
to have ted some apprehensions in the courts 
of England and France, and to have convinced 
them of the necessity of settling, as soon as pos- 
sible, and in a manner conformably to the inte- 
rests of their nations, the Greek question, which 
has been rendered so complex by the length of 
time and the course of events. It is said that 
the French ministry have proposed, that the 
Greek frontier on the rorth should be reduced 
in extent; but, on the other hand, that the new 
state may be entirely exempted from tribute to 
Turkey. The French ministry are said to as- 
sume as a principle, that it is better to grant to 
Greece its perfect independence, with a smaller 
territory, than, by a greater extent of frontier, 
to give it the prospect of greater politieal im- 
portance, which, with the continuance of the 
supremacy of the Porte, would contain materi- 
als for fresh troubles. A protocal, it is stated, 
has been drawn up in conformity with this view 
of the case, which, on receiving the assent of 
Russia, will be presented to the Porte—a time 
being fixed within which it must give its answer. 
It remains, however, to be seen how the Greek 
government will look on this scheme, and 
whether it will not endeavor to get Russia on 
its side, and the territory of ancient Greece re- 
instated in all its extent, and according to the 
sanguine wishes of the Philhellenes.

THE SULTAN MAHMOUD.—The rage of 
the Sultan for innovations, and an assimilation 
(so unorthodox in a Mussulman) to European 
habits and Christian observances, is by some 
traced to his French extraction. It may not be 
generally known that the mother of Mahmoud 
wasa fascinating brunette, a native of Cherboug, 
in France, who, by some of the very common 
occurrences in the piratical seas of the Mediter- 
ranean, falling into the hands of the Turks, 
eventually became an inmate of the Seraglio. 
From her great beauty and attractions she was 
elevated to the rank of favorite Sultana, and 
became the mother of the present Sultan. It is 
reported of him that he was devotedly attached 
to his mother, and it is sup d that from her 
instructions he imbibed that taste for Europe- 
anism, his avowal of which has so often threat- 
ened his own life, and at length nearly cost him 
his empire. On her death bed his mother ob- 
tained from him a promise that he would send 
her jewels, and other personal valuables, to her 
French relatives at Cherbourg. Not long ago 
two ships entered the port of Cherbourg, laden 
with these articles, and rich presents from the 
Sultan, to the individuals designated by the late 
Sultana as her kindred.

port, gives the following brief account of the 

i vement of his departmen 
‘ost Office was established July 
26, 1775. There was then but one line of 
extending from Faimouth, in New England, to 
pmamsesoe in Georgia, and the Post Master Ge- 
neral wae authorised to establish such cross 
2 as he should think proper. 

Pe Ontebets 1782, the’ Post Master General 
was required, by Act of Congress, to cause the 
mail to be carried once a week to all the Post 
Offices; and by the same Act he was authorized 
to make a provision for the transmission ef 
ne rs by mail. 

When the Federal Government was organiz- 
od under the present Constitution, in 1789. the 
Post Office establishment was revived and per- 
petuated. There were then, at the close of 
1790, only seventy-five Post Offices in the 
United States, and the extent of roads in 
the United States, in 1790, amounted to 1875 
miles. Now, the number of Post Offices is eight 
theusand and four, and the post roads amount 
to 115,000 miles. } 

The firet line of mail coaches in the United 
States, was established in pursuance of an Act 
of Congress, passed September 7, 1785, extend- 
ing from Portsmouth, in New Hampshire, to Sa- 
vannah, in Georgie. The transportation of the 
mail in coaches amounts, at this time, to 6,507,- 
818 miles in one year; and from the first day of 
January next, it will be increased to 6,785,810 
miles. The whole yearly transportation of the 
mail, in coaches, sulkies, and on horseback, 
amounts to about 13,700,600 miles. 

Hie statement of the financial concerns of the 
Department is explicit. The Post Office De- 
partment is in a prosperous condition.

* The achr. Macedonian, Captain Foster, was 
wrecked on the Kastern Sister, one of the clus- 
ter of Islands situated between the mouth of 
Detroit River and Put-in-Bay. The following 
are the circumstances, as nearly as we cen ob- 
tain them. o 

** The Macedonian left the mouth of Detroit 
River on Sunday, the 22d ult., the wind from the 
S. and weather intensely cold. When abreast 
of the Middle Sister, a squall struck them from 
the S. W., which pated away their fore-sail, 
threw her down so as to discharge her deck 
loading, after which she put about for Detroit 
River. Before they could reach the mouth of 
the river, the w again shifted, and blew a 
hurricane from the north. The yessel now be- 
came ice-! } the decks were covered fore 
and aft with ice, from one to two feet thick; the 
jib sheets were frozen fast amid-ships; there was 
not a gheet or stay that would render in the 
blocks, and the only way to put about was to 
wear ship; this was done, and they shaped theit 
course, as nearly as the frozen situation of their 
sails and rigging would permit, for Put-in-Bay. 
In the afternoon of Monday, in endeavouring to 
run to windward of the Eastern Sister, the heavy, 
sea which was running drove them on the ° 
and these on board were led to see her 
thrown upon the rocks by swell after ewell, so 
frozen and immoveable were the sails. She at 
length rested where the waves made a constant 
breach over her. 

** Now came the moments of terror! There 

wete eleven persons on board. One, seemingly 
experienced in such disasters, threw himself from 
the deck, and after being cartied as near the 
shore as a wave could take him, would cling to 
the rocks to prevent the undertow from carry- 
ing him beck, until the next advancing sur 
could help his on his — . In thie way 
reached the land. Others followed his example. 
One man would have been lost in the attempt, 
but for the assistance afforded him by a more 
athletic companion in trouble. In-this manner 
ten of the sleven on ae og ene the 
shore, when night began to fall; no persua- 
sion could tadioe the one left to try the experi- 
ment. By means of some powder, which had 
been taken ashore in a tight horn, a fire was 
struck in a log house, w » but for this cireum- 
stance, might never have sent forth another 
smoke. A barrel of fish was also secured, which 
had worked from the deck of the vessel, The 
fish were thrown upon the coals a while, and 
then eaten. .
